The new law abolished practically | 
the entire labor legislation passed | 
since the establishment of the Ger-| 
man republic at the end of the world | 
war. 

It replaces the republican system! 
of collective agreements between em-) 
ployers and employes, substituting a 
semi-feudalism based on the supreme) 
authority and personal ee | 
of the individual employers. Employ- 
ers’ associations are banned, 

Significantly. the law calls the em- 
ployer “leader” and terms _ laborers 
“following” who are pledged to loy-| 
alty to the “leader.” The law’s basic | 
iden is that neither the workers’ | 
unions nor the employers’ associations 
in future shall be able to impose ternis 
on individual concerns. 

To Fix Wages. 

The Hitlerite authorities hold thut 
collective wage agreements uniformly 
enforced in all plants tended to elim- 
inate the economically weaker uniouus 
and thus were responsible for the 
growth of unemployment. But, they 
contend, under their new system,. ev- 
ery employer will bé able to fix wages 
and safeguard the profit-making of 
any given concern. 

The labor law eliminates or remod- 
els all typically social institutions of 
the pre-Hitler era in Germany. Work- | 
ers’ counciis elected) by laborers and 
employers in individual plants are to 
be replaced by a “confidential coun- 
cil” appointed by the laborers, upon 
the advice of nazi authorities in that 
“cell,” or nazi party unit in the dis- 
trict concerned. 

The workers may veto the appoint-| 
ment of members to this confidential, 
council, in whic h case the decision | 
rests with the “labor trustee.” These! 
trustees are fo be named by the nazi 
government in every district, with 
practically dictatorial powers. They 
will fix wages and decide on dismis 
sails in cases of differences of epinion 
Ammons workers and employers, 

May Appeal. 

The workers may appeal to the 
trustee against dismissal. However, 
the Jaw foresees that an employer 
may be overruled only if the dismis- 
sal is unjustified by the eoncern’s 
economic situation. 

Thus, the trustees assume functions 
of various wage-adjusting and media- 
tory bodies existing under the repub- 
lic. However, the law establishes an 
entirely new institution, namely, 
*“eourts of honor,” for judging cases

The conrptroller’s ruling. made 
Secretary Ickes, has tied up a fund 
of $100,000,000 allocated to the cor-

GRAU REGIME FALLS. 

The “resignation” of Provisional 
President Grau San Martin, of Cuba, 
and the assumption of the office by 
Carlos Hevia gives little promise 
that the island republic has found 
a definite way out of the political 
troubles in which it has been en- 
meshed since President Machado 
was forced out of office last sum- 
mer. 

Hevia’s support is not as strong 
or united as that behind either de 
Cespedes or Grau, his predecessors 
as provisional president, and there 
is little to indicate that he will be 
more successful in bringing about 
the unification of all factions under 
his regime. 

Grau went into office with the 
solid backing of the students and 
the army, while the students are 
actively opposed to Hevia and the 


its support. Hand-picked by a small 
junta which was itself badly divided, 
the odds are against Hevia’s being 
able to form a government which 
will be able to overcome the opposi- 
tion with which he is faced. 

If he should be able to do so, it 
will be as the result of a leadership 
ability which his record fails to in- 
dicate he possesses.

nating poles. They alternately pull the 
particles toward them, while the im- 
mense magnetic field keeps the mo- 
tion going in rings, Pretty timing of 
alternations causes a complete merry- 
go-round of particles. 

As ammunition, a stream of deu- 
trons is fed by tube into the vacuum 
pill-box. Deutrons are nuclei of. the 
recently discovered heavy hydrogen 
atoms. They are the richest source 
yet found for neutrons, being almost 
entirely a mixture of neutrons and 
protons, 

Passing through a spray of elec- 
trons, these deutons acquire electrical 
charges and begin circling. With only 
12,000 to 20,000 volts to the pill-box 
alternating poles, the deutons reach 
speeds having the energies of 3,000,- 


| 000 volts. 


They emerge from the rim of the 
box and smash themselves. utterly 
against a metal target. From the im- 
pact come clouds of neutrons and pro- 
tons. But protons cannot penetrate 
much lead So a lead window filters 
out the protons, leaving a pure spray 
of neutrons to emerge from the “fry- 
ing pan” tube. 

As they are invisible the first job 
was to prove their presence. Paraffin 
did this. By a strange quality, neu- 
trons penertate heavy elements, like 
lead, much easier than light ones. 
Least of all do they pierce hydrogen, 
the lightest element. Paraffin con- 
tains much hydrogen. 

The neutrons striking the paraffin 
in a chamber outside the lead window, 
hit hydrogen nuclei, smash them, and 
with the recoil set free hydrogen pro- 
tons. These latter are visible in an 
ionization chamber. Five thousand 
recoil protons appear in a second. 

This means 10,000,000 neutrons a 
second spraying the paraffin. Theo- 
retically the present apparatus, by 
using a larger “race track,” can mu)- 
tiply this ray to 10,000,000 neutrons 
a second—or tenfold. 

These neutrons can pierce the hu- 
man body easier than X-rays. They 
also penetrate shields which ordinarily 
screen X-rays from doing indiscrimi- 
nate harm. ‘The body, being largely 
water, is full of hydrogen. While 
hydrogen is the best stopper for neu- 
trons, it is also the stuff in which 
neutrons produce very frequent atomic 
explosions. 

Experiments of Pegram and Dun- 
ning at Columbia University upon new: 
tron penetration into water have in- 
dicated that such a ray as the new 
one at California will go more effec- 
tively than X-rays into the deep por. 
tions of the human body. 

For the important scientific job of 
smashing atoms, to learn how matter 
is made, neutrons are the best projec- 
tiles. But in addition, Doctors Law- 
rence and Livingston have found build- 
ing possibilities. The light metals 
lithium and aluminum were both made 
heavier hy neutron bombardment. In 
each case a neutron instead of break- 
ing a nucleus, joined it, producing & 
heavier atomic weight isotope of the

Chief Merit of Roosevelt’s Latest Monetary Move Lies 
In Its Removal of Financial Uncertainty.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Stabilization has come—in part. Revalu- 
ation has come—in part. 

To the extent that both these steps tend to diminish the amount of 
uncertainty and place limits upon it, the United States may be said to 

see have taken a constructive step toward the ultimate 
stabilization of its currency and, in addition, toward 
the stabilization of world currencies. 

The decision was not a surprise. It had been 
foreshadowed. But the fact that it has at last been 
taken is of momentous importance. It is a milestone 
in the history of the present depression. The busi- 
ness and financial world can today make calculations 
which could not be made before. 

It is true congress has yet to pass the necessary 
legislation, but this may be taken for granted. Both 
houses are ready and willing to follow the president’s 
leadership on monetary matters. 

There is much to be read between the lines of 
the president’s message to congress. It is the first 

Ste document that reveals officially the president’s mone- 
DAVID LAWRENCE, tary purposes. The message may be appraised as a 
compromise between orthodox principles and those of the more radica! 
group of monetary experts headed by Professor Warren. It is a middle- 
of-the-road position, with a certain amount of flexibility which still per- 
mits the president to go back entirely to orthodox principles, if he 
wishes, in the future. 

What are, therefore, the points on which the president conforms to 
orthodox or the customary thinking on the handling of gold and what 
are the points of departure? 

First, the ownership of gold by the government is not new and the 
issuance of gold certificates for bullion instead of coin is in line with 
what is known as the gold bullion standards of Great Britain and France. 
Even before Great Britain in 1931 suspended her gold standard, the 
United States was the only country which agreed to redeem small amounts 
of the unit of value in gold of a fixed standard of weight and fineness. 
SO we may say the new plan is in accordance with precedent on this 
point. 
Second, the president requests congress to place a definite upper 
limit on the valuation of gold by statute. This is to be at 60 cents. 
It means that the Warren idea of varying the gold content from time to 
time by the method of indexing or averaging commodity prices is not 
to be allowed to apply to the whole 100 cents but merely to a 10 per 
cent margin. There are indications, too, in the message that even this 
flexibility may some day be narrowed and a fixed weight determined 
upon, though it is probable the president will wish to give the Warren 
theory a further trial before absolute abandonment of the formula. But 
a definite value is what is normally fixed. A variable margin is some- 
thing new in world currencies, though advocated for years by men like 
Professor Fisher, of Yale, and John Maynard Keynes, of Great Britain. 

Third, the establishment of an exchange stabilization fund, with suffi- 
cient money to buy and Sell dollars and pounds and francs and so on and 
thus steady the foreign exchange market, is an orthodox principle. It is 
in use by Great Britain and France and is necessary to prevent the specu- 
lators from controlling the exchange situation. It has been advocated 
for America by the conservative banking and financial groups for many 
months as a necessary step before revaluation is completed. 

Fourth, the announcement that America recognizes the importance 
of a world-wide agreement creating a uniform monetary policy is of the 
greatest significance. It means that whatever theories we may have 
about monetary changes, we shall recognize the fact that standards must 
be international for purposes of settling trade balances between nations 
and especially to aid exporters and importers to carfy on commerce in 
their daily transactions. This is also an orthodox principle. | 

Fifth, the recognition by America of the 60-cent upper limit is in 
accordance with tradition. The rule has always been that devaluation is 
a ratification of an existing level. The dollar has remained fairly steady 
at 60 cents for some time. The 10 per cent margin is being retained 
for possible contingencies—retaliation in depreciation of currencies by 
foreign governments or the possibility that the over-spending policy of 
the American government may cause a further drop in the world’s opin- 
ion of the gold value of the dollar. 

The foregoing principles of monetary experience have stood for the 
most part the test of time. Devaluation of the dollar itself has once 
before been tried in the United States, more than a hundred years ago, 
but the devaluation then was only about 6 cents, while in this case it is 
at least 40 cents and may be more. So while the amount is unprece- 
dented in American history, therefore, the principle is not. 

There is a hint in the president’s message of a possible redistribution 

of gold by international agreement. This is in line with a recommenda- 
tion of the League of Nations gold committee of two years ago and in 
conformity with a speech recently made by President Nicholas Murray 
Butler, of Columbia University, in favor of a central clearing house for 
gold bullion. 
- » It means that each nation may place a certain amount of gold in an 
institution like the Bank for International Settlements in Switzerland 
and whenever there are transfers, for instance, from England to America 
or vice versa, the exchange would take place in the vaults of the Inter- 
national bank rather than by actual shipment by boat. This is desirable 
because it represents an economy in time and expense. It means that 
gold can have more uses, which is only another way of saying that we 
will have increased the utility of our gold supply—something which 
meets the criticism that credit heretofore has been strangled by the 
inadequate amount of gold bullion available to carry on the business of 
the whole world. 

The taking of the gold profit is in line with what France and Italy 
have done before, though in each case their central banks had a credit 
with the government which was paid off. In America, the government 
is confiscating the gold held by federal reserve banks and issuing cer- 
tificates for part of the gold and retaining the profit in value above the 
old gold price. | 

The ethics of the transaction will always be a matter of debate. But 
since the government is doing it for the general welfare and, theoretically 
at least, revaluation is a constitutional function of government, the 
criticism can go more to the moral than the legal repudiatiog of gold 
values. 

As a practical matter, America has been on a 60-cent dollar for 
several weeks and if the final value could be even more definitely fixed 
at a given point, either at 60 or at 50 or somewhere between the two 
points, then investors of large funds who buy and sell government 
securities would be attracted to the refinancing program that the treas- 
ury is bound to offer in the next six months. The question, then, is 
whether the investment world is sufficiently persuaded by the partial 
revaluation. Time alone will tell. 

Meanwhile, the president’s message reveals a desire to use the 
$2,000,000,000 gold profit as a stabilization fund for domestic purposes 
if necessary. This means that the treasury wants authority to buy and 
sell its own securities. Heretofore this has been done through the 
federal reserve system alone. During the war, the War Finance Cor- 
poration had the right to buy and sell government bonds. The im- 
portance of the step is that the treasury can support the bond market 
for government securities against sales by holders of bonds just as it has 
been doing recently by the use of its own trust funds. 

For all practical purposes, the use of a billion or more dollars to 
stabilize the government security market may never be needed. Its 
presence will be felt and should add materially to the strength of govern- 


ment securities.

YANKS PAVE WAY 
FOR OTHER CLUBS 
TO CUT SALARIES 


Ruth’s Acceptance of Pay 
Reduction To Be Fol- 
lowed by Cuts. 


By Alan Gould, 


Associated Press Sports Editor. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—(4#)—The 
nicely calculated maneuver of the 
New York Yankees in signing Babe 
Ruth early and at a greatly reduced 
salary paves the way for major 
league club owners to effect further 
retrenchment in their 1934 pay rolls. 

Whether or not, this psychological 
angle was considered by Colonel Rup- 
pert, the Yankee owner, jt is a fact 
he has taken a load off the minds of 
his associates by the example of re- 
ducing Ruth’s pay to the extent. of 
$17,000. In previous years the mag- 
nates’ difficulties with other star per- 
formers have never been made easier 
by the circumstance of the Babe’s re- 
peated and prolonged arguments in 
the realm of high finance. 

MORE PAY CUTS. a 

A survey by the Associated Press 
today disclosed that at least eight of 
the 16 American and National league 
clubs plan a general or partial re- 
duction of player salaries for the 
third straight year. The trend has 
been generally downward since 19381. 
It is estimated on the whole that the 
big league pay rolls have been trim- 
med 25 per cent in the past two years. 
Economy, in short, is: still the watch- 
word. 

The clubs whose salary lists, in the 
aggregate, definitely will be reduced 
are the Yankees, Athletics, Indians 
and Browns in the American league, 
Cardinals, Phillies, Dodgers and Reds 
in the National. In some instances 
the decrease will be automatic, as in 
the case of the sale of star players 
by the Phillies and Athletics. The 
C ‘ardinals have specified ° ‘veneral cuts 
down the line.” 

Probably the most substantial pay 
roll increases, for obvious reasons, 
will be shown by the pennant-winning 
Giants and Senators, as well as the 
augmented Boston Red Sox. The Bos- 
ton Braves will retain their 1933 sal- 
ary level for the most part, with a 
few increases to outstanding players. 
The Cubs, Pirates, Tigers and White 
Sox are inclined toward a_ similar! 
policy. 


MANY SIGNED. 
Although contracts have yet to be 


mailed by most of the big league clubs, |

either have come to terms or signed 
contracts.

outstanding individual cases with a 
view to minimizing the squawk of the 
holdouts. In addition to Ruth, such 
erstwhile holdouts as Dizzy Dean. of 
the Cardinals; Manager Bill Terry, 
of the Giants, and Al Simmons, of 
the White Sox are already under 
contract for one or more years.

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams 


By H. A. CARTER 


ANIMAL ECOLOGISTS. 

A very interesting report has been 
forwarded to me from Mr. Copley 
erat? of Washington, D. C., tell- 
ing of the work of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Population, at Oxford University. 
The British have done more as a 
group in the field of animal environ- 
ment- studies than any other nation. 
It is fitting, then, that the central 
bureau should be located at the fa- 
mous English university. The work 
is international in scope and is at- 
tacked from many angles. 

There are grants for the purpose 
of research in the files of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company for the develop- 
ment of vole (which is British for 
field mouse) research, for the studies 
of disease and epizootic outbreaks, 
and fer the development of census 
techniques to determine population 
levels and fluctuations. 

The purpose of the bureau, as stat- 
ed in this report, is “to find out the. 
causes of fluctuations in numbers | 
among wild animals, and to maintain) 
an organized’ intelligence’ system | 
which can detect and examine out- 
breaks of disease.” 

To mention only one 
which such knowledge is of great | 
value, we might take tularemia, or 
rabbit fever. Mr. Armory is going’

to assist Dr. Green, of the University 


of Minnesota, and the biological sur- 
vey in a study of the spread of this 
disease in Georgia. Numbers of fatal 
cases of tularemia have been reported 
in Georgia, and all that we can learn 
about it will help just that much to 
minimize its danger. The prediction 
of outbreaks of tularemia would be 
the means of saving lives. 

The bureau confidently predicts 
great scarcity of snowshoe rabbits, 
lypx, V arious foxes, wolves and coyotes 
in 1936-37. I shall be surprised not if 
the prediction is fulfilled, but if-it is 
not. The data on which such predic- 
tions are based go back to the year: 
1821. The foundation is solid, and the 
prediction may be realized. | would 
like to be able to make a trip to the 
snow fields in that season and check 
up on the results, although I would.

The work of this bureau is support- 
ed by grants from many sources. It. 
seems a shame that they can have no 
firm basis for the work in one large 
endowment.

one on which the city can procure 
funds to meet pay rolls.

An inter-club planning committee, 
to be composed of members from each 
civic club in Atlanta; was suggested 
Tuesday by Colonel John C. Wood- 
ward, president of the Georgia Mili- 
tary Academy, as a vehicle for putting 
into operation various civie projects, 
He was guest speaker before the At- 
lanta Kiwanis Club at its luncheon 
meeting at the Ansley hotel. 

Notable men and women of Atlanta 

were guests of the club. They also 
heard the speaker advocate the estab- 
lishment of an international school to 
be known as the Pan-American In- 
stitute of Diplomacy, Commerce and 
Industrial Arts. 
_ Reviewing the growth of Atlanta 
since he first*saw it as a lad of 12, 
Colonel Woodward said that many ob- 
jectives remained. He cited among 
others, better schools, fixed salaries 
for teachers, an addition to Grady 
hospital, a museum for the showing of 
Georgia resources, public bath houses, 
two industrial high schools and a bete 
ter tax system. 

The international school, he said, 
should have two locations, one in 
America, the other in some Latin 
American country. The object would 
be to train students of both conti- 
nents so as to bring them into closer 
trade relations, and to establish pers 
manent peace in the western hemis- 
phere. 

This school, he said, should: have 
enough military training to aid the 
health of the students and to instill 
discipline. Iinglish and Spanish 
should be taught, and especially his- 
tory. A world cruise for the grad- 
uating class, which would bring the 
students in touch with world affairs, 
Was suggested. 

Colonel Woodward said that the 
cost of the schools could be cared for 
with a $5,000,000 endowment, which 
would be a small sum compared with 
what had been squandered in the 
World War.
